S t. P e t e r s b u r g , March 13.—The* Offi­ 
cial Messenger makes the following an­ 
nouncement: ‘God’s will has been done. 
At 3:25 o'clock this (Sunday) afternoon, 
the Almighty called the Emperor to Him­ 
self. A few minutes before his death, 
the Emperor received sacrament. 


TM K H E E D . 


S t. P e t e r s b u r g , March 13.—As the 
Emperor was returning from a parade in 
Michel Mauege about 2 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, a bomb was thrown and ex­ 
ploded nuder the Czar’s carriage, doing 
considerable damage to the vehicle. Tho 
Czar alight *d unhat L, but a second bomb 
exploded at Ins feet, shattering both 
legs below the knee and indicted other 
terrible injures. The Czar was imme­ 
diately conveyed in an unconscious state 
to the Winter Palace, where he d»ed at 
4:130 this afternoon. 
Two persons were concerned in the 
crime, one of whom was seized immedi­ 
ately. The explosion also killed an offi­ 
cer and two Cossacks. 
Many policeman 
and other persons were injured. 
The Czar’s right leg was nearly torn 
from his body, and the left leg badly 
shattered. A Cossack and passer-by were 
killed on the spot Grand Duke Michael 
was wounded. Au officer of the escort 
aud a Cossack have since died. 
The Czar lingered an hour and a half. 
All efforts to rally lpm failed. The only 
word lie utt ,*red afler being struck was 
the name of the Czarowitz. Tho latter, 
on leaving the palace after the death of 
the Czar, was hailed as Emperor by the 
crowd. He was surrounded, contrary to 
his custom, by a strong mounted escort 
The people are intensely excited and in­ 
dignant. The soldiery, who greatly loved 
the Czar, are furious. All officials hasten­ 
ed to the palace to inquire os to the con­ 
dition of the Czar. Telegrams announc­ 
ing his death were sent to all foreign 
courts and to every part of the Empire. 
It is stated that the bombs were made 
of thick glass filled with nitro-glyceiIne. 
The as assi us stood on opposite side3 of 
the road. The can loge was moving fast 
and the first shell shuck the ground be­ 
lied it, and the back of the carnage was 
blown out. 
The coachman ;mplored the Czar to 
enter the carnage again, but he moved a 
few paces from tile carnage to see to tho 
wounded of his escort. The assassin who 
threw the first bomb tried to point a re­ 
volver at the Czar, but the pistol was 
struck from b's hand. 
The Czar seemed to recover conscious­ 
ness before death, as he motioned away 
the doctors, who wished to amputate his 
leg. 
The Czarowitz and Czarina drove to 


their palace arnut the s> rn pat I*:z'ug cries 
of the people. 
A company of guardsfu. round the pal­ 
ace. 
The Duke and Duchess of Ed;nburg 
and Grand Duke A!er;s have lefi Lon­ 
don for St. Petersburg. 
The doctors’ bulletin, published at 3 in 
the aftei noon, stated that both legs were 
broken below tho knee, the lower part of 
the body severely injured, and the left 
eye torn from its socket. 
Grand Duke 
Michael was not hurt. 
The assassins were disguised as peas­ 
ants. One report states that one of them 
was so roughly handled that he has since 
died. 
All army officers have br3u ordered to 
remain in hatrack. 
A council of the empire under the 
presidency of the czaro\itz was still sit­ 
ting at midnight. 
A mairfesto will be 
published Monday. 
A service will beheld at the Wiuter 
ter Palace Monday. 
Afterward the new 
emperor will receive the homage of the 
officers of state. 
When Col. Dorjibki asked the first 
assassin his name ho replied, RoussakolF. 
C o lo g n e, March 13.—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch says: “ Two assasins of the Czar 
were immediately arrested. 
Tho gas- 
lamps in the Michael Garden beside the 
canal were broken in pieces by Hie con­ 
cussion. A cordon of guards was drawn 
around the scene of the murder. The 
streets are densely thronged with excited 
crowds. The utmost sympathy for the 
imperial fancily is every where expressed. 
The bells of the principal churches arc 
tol»*ng." 


A HK KTC U O F T G E CZA K . 
Twenty-six years ago the 2d of March, 
Alexander II succeeded lbs father as the 
Czar of the Russias. When he took the 
reins of government he was 37 years old, 
and well known in Europe. He had been 
educated with great care and had visited 
every country in Europe. As a young 
man he had for twenty-one years been 
admitted to the counsels of the ministers, 
and had shared the confidence of his fa­ 
ther, tho Czar Nicholas, and was perhaps 
tile most accomplished monarch upon 
the continent. Russia was at war with 
England, France, Turkey, and Sardinia, 
and was at a disadvantage. Six mouths 
after lie ascended the throne Sebastapol 
fell, and iii the following March the 
treaty of Paris was made, under which the 
new emperor gave lip part of his dominion 
aud surrendered the control of 
the 
Black sea. The second year of his reign 
began w*th the nation disheartened, but 
iu September, 1856, when he was formal­ 
ly crowned at Moscow, he won the hearts 
of the Russian people by promising that 
the lost ground should be recovered. He 
began at the bottom in reforming both 
the military and civil service, and, in 
1861, emancipated the serfs. In this lie 
met most determined opposition, but 
l>ersisted in accomplishing what it was 
behoved that no man in Russia could 
ever accomplish. Of course his political 
measures antagonized the noble classes, 
ami they made their power felt by inter­ 
fering witli 
Alexanders 
progressive 
|M)licy. 
They 
charged 
that 
ho 
was 
abandoning 
tho 
traditional 
policy of Peter tho Great, and introduc­ 
ing into Russia pimciples and customs 
that had heretofore been considered in 
violation of policy and the accepted the­ 
ory of government. 
But he continued 
b’s work of reformation, aud in 1870 won 
back tho old Russian party by his bold­ 
ness iu restoiing his power on the Black 
Sea. 
Then came the international complica­ 
tions which culminated iii tho Turko- 
Rn.ssian war. This ended in Alexander’s 
triumph, as he regained tin* territory lost 
in 1856 and restored the military prestige 
which was forfeited by the results of tile 
Crimean campaign. 
His reign was a very successful one. 
He was on the throne longer than any 
other sovereign of the Romanoff line. 
except Michael, the founder of the house 
whose reign extended over thirty-two 
years, and Alexi, his successor, who was 
in power thirty one years in the seven­ 
teenth century. 
Russia is to-day in a very different con­ 
dition from that in which Alexander 
found it. The progress he has made is 
manifest in every 
direction. 
When 
his 
father 
died 
there 
were 
but 
three 
lines 
of 
railroad 
in Russia, covering but a short distance. 
Now there are forty-five lines, with a 
length over 16,000 milos, and others iii 
progress that will open up new sources 
of commerce in Siberia 
and Central 
Asia. Alexander erected 60,000 miles of 
telegraph lines, constructed canals, im­ 
proved water courses, explored unknown 
regions of his realm, developed mining 
districts, enlarged the navy, and extend­ 
ed the commerce 
and trade 
of 
the empire to a very great degree. Si­ 
beria is no longer a small settlement of 
convicts, but is a great province, exercis­ 
ing an influence and adding to the wealth 
of the nation. South of the Caucasus 
conquests have been pushed until the 
highways through the Kars Mountains 
are in Russian control, aud Russian in­ 
fluence has been extended over Central 
Asia.

ALEXANDER III. 


Special to the Gazette. 
St. P e t e r s b u r g , March 14.—Tho new 
Czar, Alexander III, issued a manifesto 
this morning, bewailing his 
father’s 
untimely death, and proclaiming himself 
sovereign by succession. All the tro o p s 
took the oath of allegiance. 
Requium mass is to be said several 
days for the repose of the soul of the 
slain Emperor.

I never swore to run for 
office for my country's good.

The wicked do 
not always 
nourish like green bay 
trees. 
Indeed, judging from a home 
experience, I am not prepared to say 
that they nourish at all. 
The fall polit­ 
ical campaign of 1860-' 7 came on while 
I was carrying my comic lecture about 
tho camps of Tuolumne, Stanilaus and 
Mariposa 
A thought one day took 
Cssession of mc, “Why not run for the 
gislature?” 
I belonged to a political 
party. My frozen toes troubled me a 
good deal, and the lecture did not pay 
much over expenses. 
I consulted with 
one of the pillars of our party. 
He be­ 
longed in Oak Flat. 
I took’the pillar 
behind Dan Munn’s store, oil Rattle­ 
snake Creek, and avowed my intention. 
The pillar took a big chew of tobacco, 
stared, grinned and said: “Why not?” 
I consulted with another pillar behind 
Bob Love’s store in Montezuma. 
He 
was throwing dirt from a prospect-hole 
with a long-handled shovel. 
He leaned 
on the shovel, blew his nose au naturel 
without artificial aid, grinned, and after 
some deliberation, said: “ Why not?*’ I j 
found another pillar of our party slum- ! 
ming out a reservoir near Jamestown. 
He was enveloped in yellow mud to 
his waist, and smaller bodies of mud 


wished i«»r iiu*ii faith. 
It could move 
mountains of doubt. 
Mine eouldii L 
How I hated my conscience. 
It tor­ 
mented me worse than a chronic colic. 
There I was standing shoulder to shoul­ 
der with patriots—-battling bravely for 
a cause, a principle, while I—I cared 
for naught save a scat in the Assembly 
at Umi dollars a day. 


A LIVELY CAM PAIGN. 
It was a stirring campaign, that of 
1866, in and about Tuolumne County. 
The antagonism was of the bitterest 
character. 
Political opponents reviled 
each other in print and sometimes pep­ 
pered each other with pistols. 
Bullets 
flew about night and day. 
It was d&n- 
rous in Sonora to sleep in a dap­ 
pled house in the average line of 
aim. 
The papers left nothing unsaid 
which could taunt aud irritate. 
Editors 
went about the streets weighed down 
by masked batteries. 
It was calculated 
that five hundred pounds of iron wore 
i daily7 packed about the streets in the 
shape of derringers, knives and revolv­ 
ers. The champions of the opposing 
parties never met on the highway but 
that people peered and squinted from 
I door and window for the bombardment 
I to commence. 
Knives were bathed in 
| gore. 
Barroom lloors showed bloody 
I stains. 
Men died with their boots on. 
Loaded shotguns lay in ambush behind 
I front and back doors. 
The atmosphere 
! smelt of blood and possible killing. 
I Saloon plate-glass mirrors showed the 
track of pistol bullets. 
Mass meetings 
were assemblages of men from town 
and country’, secretly armed. 
People 
spent most of their time hating each 
other. 
Ministers went behind the or­ 
thodox ret lints and preached sectional 
and partisan polities. The more vital 
tenets of religion were suspended for 
the time being with the writ of habeas 
corpus. I canvassed the county with 
my comic lecture. 
It took. It was 
popular with I loth parties. 
It was a 
pleasant relief from the heavier logic 
and argument used by heavier anc 
more solid speakers. 
It was like the 
farce after the tragedy. It sent assem­ 
blies and mass meetings home in gooc 
humor. Nobody asked if such a can­ 
didate was fit to make laws. But there 
Tuolumne showed wisdom. They didn’t 
want any more laws made. 
Every­ 
body who had been sent to tho Leg­ 
islature since California was created a 
State had been busy putting more laws 
on the statute books. There was an 
overplus. 
People couldn’t keep count 
of the laws already made. 
Tuolumne 
then showed wisdom in its endeavor to 
send one man to the Legislature of 
18G6-’7 who, not being ame to draw 
up a bill, could not have added a single 
new law to the mass already made.

I made the same remark to myself, and 
replied “ Why7 not?” The Assembly 
was a good gate for entering the politi­ 
cal field.

first price of ambition. Then I found 
myself making my nominating speech. 
It was a very successful speech. 
I left 
out politics altogether, made no pledges, 
discussed no principles and talked no 
sense. 
At first the audience stared. J 
Then they laughed immoderately at j 
times. So did I. Then they nominated 
me by acclamation. 
It was one of the 
rloudest moments of my life, although 
did not know7 it at the time. 
Taken 
for all in all, it w’as no wonder they 
laughed. 
I w*:is obliged to laugh my­ 
self at the whole a flair behind the Court- 
House when the Convention adjourned. 
And “ Why not?” 


PO LITIC S W IT H O U T SENTIM EN T. 
It was the laugh of a fiend! I wanted 
the position for the per diem. 
I was 
buried in turpitude. 
My colleagues 
wrere all running on principle to save 
the country. 
It is singular that the 
motive of such a wolf in sheep's cloth­ 
ing as I w as at that time w as not do- j 
tected. The great and 
secure in their own reetitu 
of purpose, by whom I w as surrounde 
never once guessed at the presence of 
the suake in their grass. 
Looking back 
at this occurrence after the lapse of 
nearly twenty years, I am more and 
mon; astonished that the party should 
ha?e risked taking such a load as my­ 
self on its shoulders. I had no position, 
no standing, next to no reputation, no 
property, no good clothes, no whole 
shoes, no fixed habitation and three 
sore toes.

Feeling that I had not done justioe to 
the party in making an active canvass 
of the county*, principally7 because I had

cluded I w7ould hold a series of private 
mass meetings in the day time on horse­ 
back. 
I would do this on election day. 
I would gallop from poll to j>oll and 
make a speech at each poll. 
I had a 
route lain out embracing half tho coun­ 
ty. I made the initial equestrian speech 
at Jamestown. 
Thence I galloped to 
Shaw's Flat. Shaw’s Flat upset mc. 
The pillar of our party7 there, at whoso 
saloon the polls were held, came to his 
door while I was speaking, took one 
look at me and walked oil’ in disgust. I 
saw the disgust on his face an inch thick. 
It smote me. 
It threw a wet blanket 
overall this newly-roused enthusiasm. 
I started for Columbia, but all the wray 
that man’s face peered into mine. 
It 
robbed me of all courage and confi­ 
dence. 
I had no further heart to con­ 
tinue the work. 
It was not at all the 
regular thing. 
It was an innovation on 
old party* usages. 
The countiy even 
then w as too old for such politico-eques­ 
trian heroics. 
I rode back to James­ 
town, put the horse in his stable, and 
hid myself. The people did not agree 
to send mc to Sacramento.

T h e r e are, or have lately been, on 
exhibition in Glasgow, Scotland, sam­ 
ples of leather prepared with chrome, 
and without the use of any tannin what­ 
ever. It is claimed that the chrome 
process, invented and patented by a Dr. 
Heinzerling, is not only cheaper and 
more expeditious than the usual meth­ 
ods of tanning, but that it produces a 
I leather 44 stronger, more durable, more 
pliant, and less pervious to moisture.” 
The chrome-tanned leather exhibited 
was made into belting, harness, boots 
and other articles; and it may be well 
to suggest that our leather manufactur­ 
ers 
should scrutinize what may be 
learned regarding the results, and if the 
report is favorable it will go hard with 
our inventors but they will better the 
improvement. 
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Now, as there are copper boilers at­ 
tached to ranges in many kitchens, the 
use of oxalic acid to scour them with is 
quite common. 
Occasionally we hear 
of accidents arising from carelessness, 
when oxalic acid has been left about. 
The writer of this uses oxalic acid iii 
her own kitchen, but with great pre­ 
caution. 
The bottle containing it is 
never given to the cook, but only a 
small portion of its contents, and when­ 
ever it has been used the servant is 
asked “ if all of it has been employed.” 
If any remains over it is thrown away. 
It is the most stupid of drug clerks that 
confounds oxalic acid with epsom salts. 
The acid comes in small, heavy, bright- 
colored crystals, making a clear rattle 
in a bottle or jar. 
In case by any acci­ 
dent oxalic acid has been taken, the 
antidote for it is lime. 
The chemical 
reason for using lime is that oxalic acid 
forms with it an insoluble compound, 
and its corrosive action on the coating 
of the stomach is at once stopped. 
“ Ii 
lime water is at hand it may do given 
freely, or whitewash, tooth-powder (its 
base is always chalk), chalk, whiting, 
or plaster from the wall. 
The latter 
may be crushed and stirred up iu water 
without regard to grittiness, which will 
not do anv harm. 
For sanitary purposes carbolic acid is 
now frequently found in houses. The 
cases of its accidental use must be of 
rare occurrence, as its peculiar strong 
odor makes it recognizable at once. 
Still, cases of its having been taken in 
the dark arc not uncommon. 
It is a 
most dangerous poison, because it seems 
after the first painful corrosive effects 
“to benumb the stomach.” 
At once 
large and repeated doses of oil or milk 
should be given. Certain cases of poi­ 
soning with carbolic acid have been 
successfully treated, after oil had been 
taken, by stimulation. 
Rut it is a dan­ 
gerous acid, and care should be taken 
with the bottle containing it. 
Corro­ 
sive sublimate is often employed about 
a house to rid a bcd of vermin. 
As it 
is colorless when in solution, it often 
escapes notice. 
If taken, vomiti 
must be provoked, and some form 
tannic acid given. 
Tea is the strongest 
tiling which is easy at hand, and a pow­ 
erful decoction should be at once ad­ 
ministered. 
Adults rarely meddle with 
phosphorus, but children sometimes 
suck this very deadly substance from 
matches. 
Very fortunately it is dis­ 
covered by its odor in the child’s breath, 
and its action is not rapid. 
Five grain 
doses of sulphate of copper dissolved 
in water may be given at intervals of ten 
minutes until vomiting comes on. Then 
a dose of magnesia should be adminis­ 
tered, but uo oil. 
Mistakes as to quantity of opium 
preparations are by no means uncom­ 
mon accidents. 
The symptoms are 
deep sleep, with narrowing of the pupil 
of tile eye to a small circle, which does 
not enlarge in the dark. 
An eminent 
physician advises tho immediate and 
persistent use of emetics, and to allow 
tho patient to vomit over aud over again. 
Particular attention should be paid to 
the breathing. 
“ So long as the oreath- 
ing does not fall below ten to the min­ 
ute there is no immediate danger of 
death, but opium is a dangerous poison, 
and requires all the skill that eau be 
obtained to combat it.” 
Formerly tho 
custom was to walk a patient up and 
down, aud to slap with wet towels. 
If 
physical stimulant is to be used, lay the 
patient on a bed or lounge and slap with 
the liack of a hairbrush or with a slip­ 
per. 
This is all the nursing necessary 
so long as breathing keeps above ten to 
a minute. 
Should it fall below this, or 
if the breathing should cease, artificial 
respiration should be employed. 
It 
sometimes happens that a child gets, 
through accident, an overdose of wine 
or brandy. 
We have known of a little 
girl made dangerously ill from having 
purloined brandied fruit. 
It was a case 
of stupor. 
The cure was made by 
means of hartshorn and water, a tea­ 
spoonful of the lirst to a teacupful of 
water. 
The use of tainted food, such 
as of decayed meat or vegetables, some­ 
times occurs. 
The treatment is to ex­ 
cite vomiting, and to follow this with a 
dose of castor oil and powdered char­ 
coal. 
Mothers ans very careful, but the 
most prudent of them, in the experi­ 
ence of the writer of this, have some­ 
times made mistakes in the medicines 
they have given their children. 
One 
infallible rule in usin^ any powper or 
ll Hid, no matter what it is, is never to 
take it up, much less to administer it in 
tho dark. 
What is the use of having 
labels marked “ Poison” pasted on a 
bottle if it be invisible in tne dark? A 
bottle of medicine may remain in one 
position for weeks untouched, but an 
tour beforo it is used somebody or 
other may have inadvertently substitut­ 
ed some tiling else. 
If medicines were 
always locked up less accidents would 
occur. 
There is one word of final ad­ 
vice to be given: On the least suspicion 
of poisoning in a house, send at once 
for the doctor, not necessarily your 
own, but the very nearest at hand. The 
question is often asked in a case of 
poisoning as to tho simplest w ay to pro­ 
voke vomiting. 
Lukewarm water in 
quantity Is good, 44 but it is better to 
add a teaspoonful of ground mustard, 
or a teaspoonful of ipecac, or a table­ 
spoonful of the sirup of ipecac. 
Fur­ 
ther, let it be remembered that there is 
no occasion for fastidiousness. 
Any 
water will do. 
Water in which hands. 
or dishes, for that matter, have been 
washed acts more quickly than anything 
else, and if soap has been used it will
